Scheme No. XVI (Diamond Harbour Road Widening—Kidderpore Bridge to 
Sterndale Road) whieh has been submitted to them by the Board of 
‘Trastees for the Improvement of Calcutta under section 47 of the said Act: 

2. A-description of the scheme is given below :-— 

The scheme provides for the diversion of the northern end of the 
Diamond Harbour Road and the widening of the road as far as Sterndale 
Read: Garden Reach Circular Road within the area of the scheme is also 
widened by setting back the southern side. The scheme also. provides for 
the constraction of subsidiary roads between the Diamond Harbour Road 
and Garden Reach Circular Road. The scheme provides for the acquisition of 
the land shewh within the blue verge on the plan of the scheme and described 
in the accompanying list. he land not required for roads will be 
relaid. out in geting plots. If any plot ig formed out of land in one 
ownership the Swner will have the option of e@mpting it from acquisition 
under section 78. It is also the intention of the Board to arrange that 
where a plot is formed principally out of land in one ownership such owner 
shall have the opportunity of sequiring or retaining the new plot: where a 
masonry dwelling house is demolished the owner will be given the oppor- 
tunity of retaining a building site in the immediate neighbourhood. 


Tt is proposed in the first geffice to break up the existing road surface 
take up wll the existing kerbin, id guttering, small water mains, gas mains,, 
sewers, street gullies, ground hydrants, stand-posts and sewer connections, 

* ete., which cunnot be utilized in their existing positions and relay the area 
with new water pipes, stone kerbiny and guttering, etc., ete. 


‘The Diamond Harbour Road and Circular Garden Reach Road will be 
84 feet wide with, + roadway and 15 fect footpath on each side. ‘The 
new 84 feet ahd Me tect rouds’ will be. provided with 54 f¥et and 24 feet 
roadway and 15 feet and, fect footpath on each side respectively. The

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It is proposed to construct the Diamond Harbour Road, the Circular 
Garden Reach Road and the new 84 feet road with 2 inches asphaltum, on 
9 inches lime concrete foundation. The other 40 feet and 24 feet, 20 feet und - 
12 feet rouds will be of ordinary brick macadam, 10 inches thick, on single 
brick soling. The footpaths of Diamond Harbour Road, the Cirenlar Garden 
Reach Road and the new S4 feet road will be fully paved with 2‘inéhes thick 
stone slabs or Indian patent stone bedded on lime concrete foundation. The 
footpaths of other 40 feet, 24 feet and 20 feet roads will also he of brick khoa. 


‘Vo avoid long leadings for louse connections one 4inches main for filtered 
and one G inches main for unfiltered water supply have been provided on each 
side of the footpath of the Diamond Harbour Road, the Circular Garden 
Reach Road and the new 84 feet road. In the 40 feet, 24 feet, 20 feet and 
12 feet roads one 4inches main for filtered and one 6 inches main for unfiltered 
water supply have been provided in the roadway. ‘The required number of 
stand-posts, ground hydrants, sluice valves and junctions, etc., have also been 
provided, utilizing the old ones as far as possible. 








The existing brick sewer: Circular Garden Reach Road and Komedan 
Bagan Road and the existing pipe sewers in Diamgnd Harbour Road which 
do not come under the footpath have not been distucbed, but all the sewer 
corfnections between the existing street gullies and properties have been 
tuken up and relaid with new pipe connections. All the existing street 
gullies, manholes, master traps, yard gullies will be broken up und re- 
constructed in their new positions. New s. w. pipe sewers have been 
provided in the 84 feet, 40 feet, 24 feet, 20 feet and 12 feet roads. 














For the proper ‘lighting of the roads provision has been made for relay- 
ing the mains that will be recovered from the existing roads. he required 
number of new lamps with C. I. columns, ete., have also been provided in the 
estimate, utilising thé old lamps as far as possible. 








The Electric Supply cables and poles, Bengal Telephone lines and

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(2) All timber or other forest¢produce in transit shall be liable to 
stoppage by an officer specially authorised in this behalf by the Conservator 
of Forests for examination below any of the revenue stations mentioned 
in sub-rule (1), and if the forest-produce be found to be in excess of or 
different in kind from that specified in the pass granted by the forest-officer 
in charge of the revenue stations, the examining officer shall seize the same 
and report the case at once to the Divisional Forest-oflicer. aa 


(3) The holder of a pass shall be bound to produce it at any point on the 
river below the revenue stations mentioned in sub-rule (/) when called 
upon to doso by any forest-officer specially authorised in this behalf by 
the Conservater of Forests, failing which the forest-produce will be detained, 

* pending the production of the pass. 


3. Removal and passing of forest-produce taken from the reserved 
forests.— Passes for the removal of timber or forest-produce from reserved 
forests in the Chittagong Hill-tracts may“ be obtained from the Divisional 
Forest-officer or the officer in jocal charge of the forest on-payment of such 
royalty or other payments as may be fixed by competent authority. The 
holder of any such pass shall be entitled’ on ‘the production thereof, to take 
his timber or forest-produce free of farther payment, past any revenue 
station specified in rule 2: . 

Provided that the officer in charge of auy such revenue station may stop 
any such timber or forest-produce, and subject the same to examination. 

Any timber or forest-produce found in excess of, or of a different kind 
to, that specified in the pass may be detained by the said. officer until any 
sums that may be due in respect thereof be paid. z 

If it shall appear that such excess or different kind of timber or forest- 
produce has been obtained fraudulently, the officer in charge shall seize the 
same and report the matter for the orders of the Divisional Forest-officer, 


4, Removal and royalty pay: on forest-produce taken from forest-tracts 
not being reserved forest.—AJl timber or forest-produce exported from 
forest-tracts not being reserved forest whether by river or overland, except 
shoulder-borne swngrass, shall be brought to one of the revenue stations 
specified in rule 2:for examination and for the levy thereon of the royalty 
or price fixed by competent authority. 


5. Procedure required from holders of waste land lotsin fee simple or of 
leases which give the right of removal of forest-produce from such land.— 
Holders of waste land lots in fee simple within the Chittagong Hill-tracts 
and persons whose leases give them the right of removing timber or forest- 
produce without further charge from such lots or lands as are covered by 
their leases shall, if they desire to transport such timber or forest-produce 
by river in the manner described in rule 2, apply to the Deputy Commis- 
sioner of the Chittagong Hill-tracts for passes to cover the maximum amount 
of each kind of timber or forest-produce which they expect to export during 
the year ending on the 3ist March next following the date of their appli- 
cation. Holders of estates or tenures in the district of Chittagong, who have 
the right of removing timber or forest-produce without further charge, shall 
in like manner, when their estates or tenures are situated above a toll-station, 
make application to the Collector of Chittagong, who shall issue similar passes. 
The amount of each despatch of timber or forest-prodace shall be entered on 
the back of such pass, agd shall be checked by the officer in charge of the 
revenue stations at which such timber or forest-produce may be stopped 
under rule 2, after which the same may be removed free of charge. 


6. Obstruction of rivers prohibited Obstruction to be removed by, or 
at the cost of, the parties in fault.—The*closing up or obstructing of any 
river used.for the transit of timber or forest-produce, or the stoppage of 
navigation on the same is prohibited. The Deputy Commissioner of the 
Chittagong Hill-tracts may order any person who, by his act or negligence, 
has caused such closure, obstraction or stoppage to remove the satne within 
a time specified or may cause such obstruction to becleared, and recover the 
sad such clearance from the pergon by whose act or negligence it was 
caused, 5 ‘ 


1) Registration of property marks and fees to be paid for the same.— 
All persons permitted into the Chittagong Hill-tracts, for the purpose of 
cutting and exporting timber or forest-produce, shall annually register their

property marks in the o} of ‘the Divisional Forest-officer. Sach marks 
‘shall consist ofa device to. be approved by the Divisional Forest-officer, and 
the fee for registration shall be Re.

A certificate of registra- 
tion showing his marks, and a copy of the certificate shall be forwarded to 
the Deputy Commissioner of the Chittagong Hill-tracts. Marks shall ordi- 
narily be registered to hold good for one route or line of export only, but 
any person may register the same mark for use on more than one route, 
‘subject to the payment of a separate fee for each such line of route.. 


8. Penalty clause.—Any person infringing any provision of these rules 
shall be panished with imprisonment, of either description, which may 
pant to six months, or with fine, which may extend to Rs. 500, or with 
both.
